DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed April 16, 2009, has been received and entered. Claims 7, 
14, 15, 21, 24, 27-32, 34, 41-46, 56, 57, and 61-64 are pending. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The rejection of claims 7, 14, 15, 21, 24, 27-32, 34, 41-46, 56, 57, and 61 under 
35 U.S.C. § 101 is withdrawn in view of applicants' amendments. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 7, 14, 15, 21, 24, 27-32, 34, 41-46, 56, 57, and 61-64 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The rejection of all pending claims under 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) was previously 
withdrawn in view of applicants' persuasive arguments, see pp. 9-15, filed November 24, 
2008. Applicants' cancellation of claims 53-55 and 58-60 renders moot the previously 
remaining rejection under § 102(a). Accordingly, applicants' previously submitted 
arguments (as cited above), together with the present amendments overcoming the § 101 
rejection, form sufficient reasons for allowance of the pending claims, including newly 
added claims 62-64. 

5. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
